DEFENDER DAMAGED IN COLLISION,

Yuoht's Steel Boom in Bended in an
Encounter with the Colnmbin,

LARCHMONT, N, Y., July §~The Colum-
bia ln runniug In for its moorings after to-
day's race fouled the Delender’'s boom with
\ta port topmast shroud and afterward with
tho topmast backstay, bending the Defend-
er's hollow steel spar almogt at right angles,
The Columbla was uninjured and immedi-
ately after came up to lts own moorings.
The Defender will go Lo Brisiol Monday,
where the Injured boom will be siralghtensd
and { necessary be cut and spliced.

Both boats, after crossing the line, luffed
up and lowered thelr topsalls, headlng across
toward Hempstead as they did so. Then
they sltood over toward their moorings at
New Rochelle, about two miles off, under
the three lower salle, the Dofender in the
lead. On the way over both vessels lowered
their mainsalls and rolllug them up put
on Lthe suil coilers. Then, under jlbs alone,
the two boats sailed up Into thelr moorings,
The Defeuder came up Lo the moorings first
and whben the Columbia came up the De-
feuder had evervthiug snug. The Columbla
came rolling along at a slow speed, and as
lts moorings are further in shore 1t wak
steered close to the Defender's stern. When
near the Defender the topmast shroud of the
Columbla caught the end of the Defendér's
boom wnd bent It around te starboard.
